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FLORIDA WILL PRODUCE 
OVER A MILLION HOGS 


Florida farmers will produce 
over a million hogs and pigs 
this year, according to projected 
estimates of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, constitut- 
ing an income of about $28 mil- 
lion. 

Florida produces about 1 per 
cent of the nation’ total swine 
crop, which is expected to top 
106 million head this year. Hogs 
bring in 3.5 per cent of the 
state’s total farm income. 

This year's huge hog crop is 
expected to be the nation’s sec- 
ond largest on record. Probably 
an important factor in the cur- 
rent rise in hog production is 
the antibiotic feed supplements. 
Reports from farmers in this 
and other Southern states prove 
that among herds fed an aureo- 
mycin-vitiman B12 supplement, 

tality is decreased, growth 
tore rapid үт feed is 
consumed up. if time. 

Florida's 1940 hog crop was 
only 3.3 per cent of the state's 
total farm income, while the 
1930 crop brought 2.9 per cent 
of the total. 


CONTROL PARASITES 
OF CATTLE BY FARM 
SANITARY MEASURES 


General farm sanitation is the 
key to control of interna para- 
sites of cattle, according to Dr. 
Leonard Swanson, parasitologist 
with the University of Florida 
Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tions. 

"Internal parasites.are a ma- 
jor problem of the farmer who 


explained, "and persistent effort 
is necessary to keep them under 
control." 

The most serious parasites in 
Florida are stomach and intes- 
tinal worms, lungworms, tape- 
worms, and liver flukes, and 
they are capable of causing|- 
heavy losses in herds that are 
confined to comparatively small 
areas. Controlling them means 
better cattle, more efficient uti- |; 
lization of feed, and higher re- 
turns for the farmer, the Ex- 
periment Station worker point- 
ed out. 

The most common symptoms 
of parasitism in cattle are ema- 
ciation, anemia, weakness, de- 
jection, rough hair coat, and 
diarrhea. 

Dr. Swanson offered these 
recommendations for controll- 
ing parasites: 

Provide clean drinking water 
for the herd. 

Fence out old ponds, swamps, 
and mud holes. 

Keep corrals and paddocks 
well drained and clean them 
frequently. 

Do not drain barn washings 
through calf pens, yards, or pas- 
tures. 

Avoid over-stocking~pasture, 
and cross-fence pasture so cat- 
tle may be rotatéd from one 
grazing area to another. 

Move cattle frequently. 

Do not mix age groups in the 
same pasture. .

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NEW RULING WILL NOT | 
WIPE OUT ALLIGATORS 


Alligators, one of Florida's 
prime tourist attractions, will 
not be wiped out by the October 
29 ruling of the Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission declar- 
ing a restricted open season on 
specimens over eight feet in 
length, O. Earle Frye, assistant 
director, stated today. 

Frye stated that many sports- 
men and newspaper writers 
have protested the ruling, but 
said that such protests evidently 
stemmed from a lack of knowl- 
‘edge about the new state-wide 
regulations and. the characteris- 
tics of alligators, themselves, 

To clarify the regulations, 
Frye brought out the following 
points; 

1. All alligators are portect- 
ed at all times except during 
the'open season from October 
1 to February 1. Only alliga- 
tors over eight feet in length 
may be taken during the open 
season. Alligators under eight 
feet in length are protected at 
all times. 

2. АП alligators of all sizes 
remain completely protected at 
all times in the vast Everglades 
region lying south of State High- 
way No. 80 and west of State 
Highway No. 7. 

3, Hunters must obtain spe- 
cial permits from the Game 
Commission to hunt alligators, 
even during the specified open 
season. No alligators may be 
legally takeg at any time with- 
out such a permit. 

4, It will be illegal to pos- 
sess, sell, buy or transport пау 
alligator, crocodile or similar

STATE^BOARD OF HEALTH 
STUDIES HOOKWORM 


The definite relationship be- 
tween.-hookworm infestation 
and the presence of anemia, 


ti] which saps the victim's energy 


and initiative, has been indicat- 
ed in a series of surveys being 
made by the Florida State Board 
of Health. 

"In fact,” says Dr. E. R. 
Smith, "whenever you find a 
child with hookworm, there is 
a good chance tnat the same 
child will be suffering from 
anemia, too." 

Dr. Smith is director of the 
state health agency's Division of 
Nutrition and Diabetes Control. 
The division is currently con- 
ducting the hookworm survey 
in Florida counties to determine 
the ‘effect hookworm hason nu- 
trition and anemia. 

The survey team has been at 
work in five counties so far, and 
the service is available to other 
counties when requested, says 
Dr. Smith. 

For families where hookworm 
infection is founa, the local 
health department sanitarian 
will visit the home and suggest 
means „for eliminating the 
source of infection, Dr. Smith 
added. 

In one county of 214 children 
tested in the first three school 
grades, 144 had hookworm and 
13 showed evidence of anemia. 
Significant fact was that none 
of the hookworm-free children 
wed anemia, Dr. Smtih con- 
tinued. 

In aonther county it was 
noted taht of 500 tests made, 
319 showed hookworm. Of this 
number of hookworm victims, 
33 were anemic.

The new ceilings are spelled 
out in Ceiling Price Regulation 
94 which applies to all used car 
sales by dealers о 
After Decemb: 
must tag all used cars offered 
for sale with make and model 
and ceiling price, including ап; 
extra, special or optional equip- 
ment, as well аэ the dealers’ 
selling price. 

The regulation further ге- 
quires that after December 20, 
all dealers selling used cars 
must furnish purchasers, within 
seven days after the sale, a 
duplicate invoice giving detail-| ed 
ed information specified іп the 
regulation. 

Ceiling prices listed in the 
regulation are for the models| 
from 1940 through 1951. Models | 
made before 1940 models will 
take the ceiling price for the 
earliest make and model listed} 
in the regulation. In the case 
of a model after 1951, when sold 
as a used car, the ceiling price 
will be the ceiling delivered 
price of the car when new for) 
the region where it is sold, in- 
cluding the price of. any item 
or extra, special or optional 
equipment that is on the car. An 
allowance for a used car, traded 
in on a new or used car may ex-| 
ceed the ceiling price listed in 
the regulation.

“Tung may be grown as far 
southward as the Gainesville} 
section,” Dr. Lagassee said, “and 
we do not recommend it below 
this area, but there are numer- 
ous farmers in the northern sec- 
tion of our state who can grow 
it. Because they do not have 
satisfactory sites or soils, which 
are of great importance with 
this crop, some northern Florida 
farmers cannot grow tung, but 
others can—and should." 
Florida has 35,000 acres of 
tung which will produce a crop 
of 15,000 tons of nuts valued at 
$1,750,000 this year, but more 
acreage- could be planted pro- 
fitably in this state. Dr, Lagasse 
explained that most Florida 
plantings аге comparatively. 
large and emphasized that many 
Ófarmers have small surplus 
acreages that can be planted to 
tung. 
'Not all of the surplus land 
—ranging from 10 to 50 acres 
in size—is suitable, as some of 
it is poor soil or is in a 'cold 
spot' Some of the land is suit- 
able, however, and farmers who 
have land not now in profitable 
production should investigate 
the possibility of producing tung 
on it," the horticulturist said. 
Information on the suitability

The crop requires 
fertilization and cultivation 
periodically, but most of the 
hand labor is in harvesting. As 
the harvest is in the fall, how- 
ever, this work does not inter- 
fere with other crop work in 
northern Florida. 

As tung oil is needed in paints 
and for many other industrial 
uses and the United States is 
producing only a small percent- 
age of its needs (most of the oil 
has been imported from China), 
the demand for the crop is ex- 
pected to continue good, Dr. 
Lagasse explained.
